Hi>n. Grover Cleveland, president ef the 

foiled dtatea: 

IVarMr—Your evident determination 
io force upon the Democratic party the 
alternative of adoption of your financial 
H-kemea (I use the word advisedly) or a 
disruption of our great organiEation, 
impose* upon every patriotic Democrat 
in the United States the duty of speak- 
i B . „ul in Indignant protest. 

I feel it especially incumbent upon 
aysclf since having been invited by tlie 
National Itemocrntic committee to can- 
' xt% , Indiana and New York in your be- 
half during the presidential campaign, 
and 'having. I regret to say. cheerfully com¬ 
plied with their request under the belief 
that rou were an honorable man, who 
would carry out the pledge* of the party 
to the people, I am not willing hv my 
silence to become a partieem crtmfni* to 
tb«- inexcusable deception through which 
you attained a second term in the presi¬ 
dency. 

There is abroad in tlie land, Mr. Clave- 
lan<l, a not unfounded suspicion that 
you are not aware of the existence (ex- 
c»-pl upon the map) of any other portion 
,4 the great country over which you pre¬ 
side, than New York and the states east 
of the Alleghenies and north of the l*o- 
loitiic. 

If you were aware of the existence of 
this great outlying empire, including the 
nwtol our union, it would be difficult to 
decide whether you were recklessly ig¬ 
norant or criminally reckless of its inter- 

**Thc founder* of ourgovernment wisely 
ordained that a national census should 
be taken every ten years. For what 
ptttpos* do you suppose, Mr. Cleveland? 
Was it for mere fun? Was it not that 
everr intelligent voter and especially 
every government official might learn 
what etfecl upon national prosperity 
national politics were producing? 

Our constitution make* it by implica¬ 
tion one of the most important duties of 
the chief executive to study these census 
reports and to make such recommenda¬ 
tions to the congress ns his information 
derived from this and other sources may 
suggest. 

II you have studied these report* and 
bare seen how startlingly the prediction 
of Mr. Carlisle has been verified, so far 
as the west and south are concerned, a* 
well ascertain classes of other sections, 
when he said Feb. Jtl, 1.178: 

“The conspiracy which seem* to have 
been formed here and in Kurupe to de¬ 
stroy by legislation and otherwise from 
three seventh* tu one half ef the metallic 
money of the world, i« the most gigantic 
crime of this or any other age. The con* 
summation of such a scheme would ulti¬ 
mately entail more misery upon the hu¬ 
man race than all the wars, pestilence 
and famine* that ever occurred In tin- 
history of the world.” 

Then votir reckless disregard of the 
rights and interests of upwards of ten- 
elevenths of our union i* n crime a 
crime against humanity and treason 
to vour country. 

Iain unwilling to believe that yon arc 
efimimd, hut -hall assume that you must 
Ik* ignorant of the disclosure* of tin - cen¬ 
sus reports, and have therefore impostd 
upon uivself the task of calling your at¬ 
tention to a few statistical facta w hich 
might well startle every thoughtful pa¬ 
triotic man in the foiled States. 

I shall also assume that you are suffi¬ 
ciently informed to know that it i* uu 
axiomatic truth of political economy 
that not the accumulation of wealth, 
but it* proper distribution, is the true 
measure of the prosperity of a people. 

Koran illustration, a few corrupt gov¬ 
ernment official-, together with n syndi¬ 
cate of money-lenders, might accumulate 
•veral million* of wealth by issuing 
Bational bonds of a country and mort¬ 
gagin g without their consent the entire 
prosperity of the people to secure their 
payment, hut this corrupt accumulation 
of wealth would he scarcely regarded as 
an evidence of the prosperity ot the peo¬ 
ple who would have it to pav. Guile the 
reverse. 

Congestion of wealth in the body po¬ 
litic is as inttrh an evidence ef disease 
*■ congestion of the blood in the animal 
body. That such it congestion ha* taken 
Pjaee in this country, let tho following 
fact* from the census reports abundant! v 
•tttU: 

That you may appreciate the full force 
Of these startling statistical disclosures, 
Jet me resort to comparison and contrast 

of period*.

•Ouditions in the United Mates were 
•JOrmal and our government had not yet 
Wtered into corrupt alliances with tlie

I860, “the aouth" had 887 mile* more 
than they. 

In I860 the New England and middle 
stale* combined had 1260.000,000 more 
•f wealth than "the aouth." Ten year, 
afterwards, in i860, "tlie aouth” had 
$760,000,000 more than the?. 

During this decade the New England 
and middle mate* combiued increased 1 
their wealth $2,460,000,000, while the, 
, south increased their* $8,480,000,000, or 
upward of fl.OOO.OOOOOO more than all 1 
the New Euglaud and the middle state* 

I combined. 

lu I860, although the south had lew 
than one fourth of the population of the 
union and lea* than one-third, including ' 
i slave*, and though the white men of the 
, south did little or no work, while the 
negro did only *o much as he was com- 
: pelted to do, and although the south had 
j but little over hall as much invested in 
; farms aa the balance «.| the union, yet 
she produced $377,000,000 more of agri¬ 
cultural product* than all the rest of the 
United Mates combined. 

Ij it possible, Mr. Cleveland, to sup- 
i puae from these facta, that, left to inher¬ 
ent wealth-creating rapacity, any part of 
the New England or the middle states 
could ever successfully compete with the 
south? and particularly since her labor 
I became free? 

Yet mark the overwhelming reversal 
after our law* began to create wealth for 
| a favored few. 

lathe last decade, from 1880 to 1890, 
Massachusetts, os. of these same New 
England states, grew in wealth in these 
I ten yearn $11,000,000 more than Nebras¬ 
ka, Iowa. Illinois. Indiana, North Caro¬ 
lina, Siuth Carolina, Iieorgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi and Isniisiana. all combined. 

These are teo among the most fertile 
states of our utiioii, and are sixty-one 
times as large and have nine time* as 
many, and just as industrious people as 
Massachusetts. 

Ask sad answer to yourself, Mr. Clevs 
land, why this wonderful contrast of the 
two periods? 

1'ennsvlranis, one of the most barren 
of these same middle states, which the 
south was so surpassing during the first 
j decade, in the lost decade, from 1880 to 
1818), grew in wealth $IS,<nni, 000 more 
I than Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois. 
Indiana, Keutucky, North Carolina, 
.Soutli Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
Uitna, Mississippi and Louisiana all com¬ 
bined. Thc»e sixteen states are nearly 
tifteeu times as large and have mere than 
i tiltreu time* a* many people a* lYonsyl- 
vatiia. Why this remarkable change? 
New York, another one of these same 
middle Slates, grew in wraith during the 
last decade $7,000,000 more than Kansas, 
Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Ken¬ 
tucky, Tennessee, West Virginia, Vir¬ 
ginia, North Carolina, Jreutl) Carolina, 
Florida, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi 
and I ami-laris all combined. These six- 
teen states are nearly sixteen times ss 
large and have more than four times ns 
many people a* New York. Why this 
revcr-al ? 

Rhode Island, another one of these 
same New England states, is perhaps the 
must barren patch of the continent. It 
is not as large as the tw# smallest eoun 
ties of Arkansas. It has less than onw 
I third as many people as Arkansas, yat 
:hi* little patch of sand and stone and 
-alt water grew in wealth during the last 
decade $41,000,1MB) more than the four 
great states of Illinois, Iudiana. South 
Carolina and Mississippi, all combined. 
These four states are one hundred and 
thirty-six times as large and have twenty- 
one "time* a* many pe*ple as Rhode 
island—just as earnest, just a* honest, 
just aa industrious people, all toiling 
just aa eugerly to make wealth. 

Mr. Cleveland, will you pause long 
enough from pushing y<>ur schemes to 
inquire whv this astounding change in 
the two decade*? 

I had indulged with many other* the ( 
(relief that the Naw England Uritr was 
! the chief factor in this congestion of our 
national wealth, but recently published 
statistics, gathered since the pa«*age of 
the Wilson bill, forbid this conclusion. 
For they show a still more startling con¬ 
dition of the disease. 

I In one single year, from 1893 to 1894, 
the state of Massachusetts grew in wealth 
upward of $24,(MM),MW; 1’ennaylvania 
grew upwurd of N«*w \ork 

grew upward uf $23.\<>M).MSI—three 
times a* much a* all the distinctively 
manufacturing states combined: while 
i the entire south and west suffered an ag¬ 
gregate loss of move thnu $406,(MW,000 m 
this one single year. 

lltese are not predictions, Mr. Cleve¬ 
land, nor yet theories, but stubborn 
| fact*. 

Nor i* the storv all told yet. Mr. Cleve¬ 
land. Throe same sell-talecensus report* 

, disclose upon whArn three enormous o.»- 
M are falling, a* well a- into who-e 
hand* this enormous increase of w alth 

U Mr! Carrol I D. Wright 1 , censu* bulletin. 
No. 98, allow* that notwithstanding the 
immense increase in the wealth of Massa¬ 
chusetts, 82 per cent, upward of four-1 
fifths of all the families residing in W 
ton, have no homes, but live in r *“ t * < *, 
house*, while a large percentage of there | 
who nomiaally two their home* are 


fighting under consUntly appreciating 
mortgage*. 

Notwithstanding the enormous increase 
in the wealth of Pennsylvania. 77 per 

cent, or more than threw fourth*, of the 
families residing io Philadelphia have 
no boon, whil* a large part of those 
who have homes are struggling against 
constantly appreciating mortgages. 

Notwithstanding the iucreas- in the 
wealth of Rhode Island, 79 per cent, 
nearly four-fifths, of the familiro of 
Providence have no home*. 

Notwithstanding theenoruiou* increase 
in the wealth of New York, 94 per cent, 
more than niin- tenths, of the families 
who reaide in New York City have no 
homes, while a large part of the 6 per 
cent who nominally own tbeir homes are 
despondently battling against constantly 
appreciating mortgages. 

This same bulletin shows another sig¬ 
nificant fact—that a larger percentage of 
foreign born citizens of the United Htalr* 
own their borne* than of native*. Thi* 
might have been aiitici|ut(rd, for, having 
been bred in monarchical conntriro, 
where government by “experts” hedged 
around by the dia'trine of divine right, 
has lang obtained, they are better pre¬ 
pared for the condition which we, in this 
country, an- J*ut inaugurating. 

Who are the |M-ople who have no 
borne*? Are they the hanker* or pro¬ 
tected manufacturer* or other financial 
"experts V 

Hut there census reports da nat stop 
even here in their disclosures. 

They show that right alongside the 
factary-made home markets in Mssaachu- 
selta nearly l.fiUO farms have been aban¬ 
doned, upward of 7'M) of which bad 
house* upon them. In Pennsylvania, in 
New York, in all New England, agricul¬ 
ture is in unprecedented! distress and 
farms are being abandoned. 

I am aware that men of your claaa, 
who are far more eager to find excuses 
than remedies for existing renditions, 
glibly tell u* thst the fertile fields of the 
west have rendered the farm* of New 
England and the older stales unprofitable 
by reason of their competition. Rut 
these same census report* brand thi# us 
false. 

Take for illustration Illinois, llefore 
the war thi* was the farmer's paradise. 
Almost every acre of it is a* fertile as 
the valley of the Nile, and it i# in a high 
state of cultivation, giving indisputable 
evidence of unremitting toil and energy. 
Every county in it has from one to twenty 
railroads. It* citio* have grown In wealth 
during the past decade shout $600000,. 
MSI. Yet the aggregate wealth of Illinois 
during thi* decade has decreased $?i9,MMi,. 
MMI, and during the single year from 
1893 to 1894 it decreased upwards of 
$24.MH),MNI. 

Upon whom h*s this loss fallen, Mr. 
Cleveland? Certainly not upon her cities, 
which have grown enormou-ly. Not upon 
her manufacturing interests, for they 
have inrrea-ed in the city of Chicago 
alone$297,MM),MM) during the past decade, 
while /I per cent of the families who 
reside in Chicago have no homes. 

It is the same old tale told in New 
England and the middle states. It has 
fallen upon the great toiling masses who 
Make their living by the sweat ef their 
facee—the farmer and the laborer. 

In no pnrt of the world agriculture 
prospering except in silver using coun¬ 
tries. There are prospering phenome¬ 
nally and at the expense of the farmers 
uf gold-using countries. 

These are not theories, Mr. Cleveland, 
still lew are they predictions, but -tern, 
unrelenting facts—stupendous fads that 
might well startle iuto remorseful reflec¬ 
tion a fiddling Nero, if not a reckless 
bond-issiiiug president! 

Mr. Cleveland, while you and your al¬ 
lies are so prolific of predictions (if there 
is a single argument in favor of the gold 
Standard which is not based up--r» pre¬ 
dictions and prediction*, not one of 
which has ever yet been fulfilled, it ha* 
escaped my attention), ha# it ever occur 
red to you to cast your prophetic vision 
far enough in the future to predict what 
the result will l>e if thin stute of things 
continue until Japan and other silver¬ 
using countries snail have supplanted 
both our farmer* and manufacturers in 
the market* of the world a* they have 
already rapidly begun? 

Not a single « lfi-h prophecy of a Sher¬ 
man or Carlisle wa* ever as well founded 
as the prediction that, In this event, our 
masses who labor, whether in factory or 
on farm, will become so impoverished 
that our public schools, our college* and 
our churche* will be decimated from 
sheer poverty and consequent inability 
to attend. 

Are not free institutions, nay, even 
civilization itself, at stake? 

Your excuse, Mr. Cleveland (for you 
and your class are a* prolific of excuse* 
a* you are of predictions), for laying 
upon the property of the people these 
heavy mortgage* In the shape of bonds, 
instead of restoring silver to iu corruptly 
lost monetary functions it, I know, that 
Wall street insist* upon raiding the 
treasury. But your excuse ba* by your¬ 
self been proven a sham. For during 
your first administration, wheo yon ztifl 
indulged hope# of future preferment and 
thereture felt a sanae of responsibility to 
the people whoee favor yes courted.

May I not, Mr. Cleveland, suggest 
that you pause and ponder results, lest | 
your name, together with that of John 
Sherman and of that other Sherman who 
resigned a federal judgeship to escape 
im|M-Mchincnt for corruption in office, all 
gu down in our common grave of iufauiy? 

It i# a favorite part of the scheme* of 
yourself and allies to avoid u discussion 1 
uf fioauiial questions, a* u*tia), among 
intelligent men, upon history and expe¬ 
rience, but boldly to predict all sorts of 
calamities the better to hide the calami-. 
ties that already exist and to denounce I 
those who are guided in their reasoning 
by the experience uf the past as "cranks, 
"knave*," etc. With a lolty, supercilious 
self-impoitance, too. born of the impu¬ 
dence of unholy wealth, the advocate# of 
vour schemes, in the face of all experi-' 
race, in the fare of the nio*t cherished 
doctrine* of Ivmocratic institutions, 
calmly tell the j-et.plr that they are unfit 
to discus* their finance*, but should leave 
all such question* t« "experts.” 

It would he affectation in me, Mr. 
Cleveland, to suppose you have not read 
history. Assuming that you have.w ill you 
point out a single de*|»>li*iu that over , 
reared itself upon the neck* of an ell 1 
slaved people, which hud not for its 
foundation stone this very same doctrine, I 
that governmental afluir* should be left | 
to "experts?" And i* there anything in 1 
all history to lead ti« to suppose that the 
characteristics of the breed are not the 
same everywhere, whether in Europe, 
the Orient or iu the United State*? True 
they arffcalled in monarchical countries 
king, clergy and nobility, while here they 
are called financier*. True, too, you 
have not yet readied the stage which at-1 
Inches to our "expert*" the divine right,' 
but if thi* country could la- cursed 
with another four years of your admin¬ 
istration, the rapidity with which your 
evolution ha* already progressed josiifie* 
the belief that you would reach even 
thi* culmination. 

Fortunately for the American people, 
we have already had ample proof that 
our "expert*” are true to the instinct* ol 
the breed.

Will you not admit, Mr. Cleveland, 
that these Chicago “cxi-etU" have shown 
the cx|<ert shrewdness natural to their 
class in iheir forcing the farmer* of < ook 
county to pay not only their own share 
uf taxes, hut about ninelivn-tweniieth* 
of that of them* "experts?” 

And does it not make you blush, Mr. 
Cleveland, to learn that these "experts," 
upon wbo*e testimony yen would have 
the people to so implicitly rely, have 
said (presumably under oath, ton,) that 
in all the hundred* of bunk* and other 
financial institution* of the gnat city of 
Chicago with it* two milium* wf people, 
and hundred# o! millions of wealth, there 
are only a little over $4*),<HM) iu money? 

You can not ton quickly recall and act 
u|«»n the old I-atin adage—nocu* noscl- 
tur. 

2—I<ut apritig, as I can attest, a gen 
tleinau iu company with an Kngli-hnian, 
visited on business a large legal linn on 
Wall street, New York One of the firm 
(and he Would pa-* as all "expert" of 
the fir»t wa*cr) twitted the Engli-hmnn 
upon hi* country having nn income tax, 
while our supreme court had just de 
cided that our country could not have 
one. The Kmriishman replied; "Ye*, 
«e make the wealth of our cuuntry pay 
it* taxes, while you make the poor pay 
them." (Alluding to the (arid Use* a* 
well a« the supreme court decision.) The 
lawyer quickly retorted: "They ought 
to pay them. They have their children 
educated by the wealth of the country; 
they have high wages paid them by the 
wealth," etc. 

It would open up an interesting psy¬ 
chological Inquiry to ascertain whether 
this particular "expert” has not already 
reached the stage when ha is ready U 
aasert tbs “divine right” of law-creat«d 
wealth to plunder the poor.

I organ, Hclmont, Rothschild* \ Co., to 
advise you. You accepted this advico 
(we are bound in the absence of proof to 
the contrary, to admit, honestly, eveu if 
we are forced to do so at the expense of 
your sanity,) and thev pocketed about 
$11,000,(8)6 of the people's money as the 
price of their ‘‘experl w advice. 

4.—When about to put upon the pur¬ 
ple another mortgage n few week* since 
you called to your council* one of these 
same "experta," Mr. J Firrponl Morgan, 
ami the newspapers of New York say ho 
has on file in your office two letters, one 
advising you to sell bonds at 104 and 
another offering hitnm-lf to buy these 
same bond*. In competition, at about 
$7,OtB),000 more than he advised you to 
lake. 

5.—It was under the advice of "ex¬ 
pert*" that our government issued her 
first Itomis, sold them to the same "ex¬ 
perts” for greenbacks depreciated to 40 
cents on the dollar, and afterwards, in¬ 
stead of paying them in the same kind 
ol currency w ith which they were bought, 
they were made by "expert” advised law 
payable in coin in violation of their con¬ 
tract with the taxpayer* and at tbslr 
peitso. By this one act, these "experta" 
plundered the people of about $48)6,000,- 
000 and when the |ieop|« complain they 
are denounced ns the thieve* and tho 
dishonest knaves, who would rob their 
creditors. 

6.—Not satisfied with the amount of 
plunder these same "experta” procured 
the establishment of the national hank¬ 
ing system, under which one of tbe*e 
1 experts" with $40,Ota) iu gold could 
purchase $100,000 worth of bonds, re¬ 
ceive 0 jut cent Interest in gold on them 
and have donated to him $90,MB) of cur¬ 
rency by the government to l>« loaned 
out on his own private account, thus in¬ 
creasing Lis wealth 37-5 |K-r cent, not by 
honest toil, but by “expuit" legislation. 

7.—It was under the advice of these 
saute "experta" aud by mean* of the 
same kind of corrupt law that tbev after¬ 
ward* again doubled their wealth by cur¬ 
tailing tlie supply of metallic money by 
one-half iu 1873, tints increasing their 
wealth 8.*>" per Cent by sheer legislation 
from I8t'»4 to 1878. 

8 —"Experta,” who are an fruitful of 
excuses, calmly tell the people that tbw 
existing condition of low prices ami ap¬ 
preciating money and debt# are the re¬ 
sult of overproduction. 

Of course, we must admit that "ex¬ 
perts" really heliove this, for they are 
accustomed to believe any thing, however 
falx- or foolish,which i* to thicr interest* 
to (relieve. Hut the census rc|>orl* brand 
this another falsehood. 

In the state of Illinois alone the far¬ 
mer* and laborer* have sulk-red a low 
during the last decade of nu amount 
equal to tile growth of her cities plus 
$59,MX),000. and during the lari vear. 
from 180S to 1894. mf £.’4,000,000, a total 
lorn of $6*3,000,000. 

Need I tell Toil that thi* mean* that 
they are unable to purchase or consume 
good* hv this large amount in one' ngle 
■late. If you curtail demand you neces¬ 
sarily curtail supply, for iiouudv will 
produco if they can not sell. If rou 
curtail supply you necrourily curtail la¬ 
bor and machinery engaged in making 
.his supply. Ho your Coxey armies of 
tramp* and your stnukelc** factories are 
logical, necessary, inevitable resulta of 
the "experl" legislation of the past 26 
year*. 

Have ever king, clergy and nobility 
in Europe or the Orient plundered m 
people more ruthlessly (however much 
mure extensively) under the guise of law, 
than our own "expr-rU” to whose tender 
care you so considerately commend the 
Am erica tt people? 

Mr. Cleveland, you and your "expert" 
juwuciate* labor under tho mistake that 
you ran "fool the people all the time." 
Your mistake would l<> ludicrous if it 
were not pregnant with such evil por¬ 
tent -a norteut 1 forbear to disettsa be¬ 
cause I shudder to contcmplsU*. 

Hut, Mr. Cleveland, a touting word of 
admonition. You and the bolder* of these 
•tolen mllltou*—none the leas stolen be¬ 
cause wrung from a patient people under 
the forma of law—would do well no* to 
forget that leaaon of history.

(0 itrsiniv Hartrrii hf Means of 
gT Disinterring SulutnurM. 

In reghril to the d-*-true»iou of bac¬ 
teria Injurious to fftiilc. a writer says 
Ihgt we can use a number of disinfect¬ 
ing'* u * >l ‘ ,,,nc, * ll ‘ such a* fumeo of Mil- 
hhur and milk of hne. lie fore they nrv 
u»ed the stables should Ite thoroughly 
cleared. After remotal of the uniuiaU 
all dirt should be removed, and Hour, 
walls nnd ceilings should be thoroughly 
Krapril with brush und water. If we 
u>e sulphur ns a disinfectant, all open¬ 
ing* must be dosed, and nil cracks 
should lw pnpered. To kill all bacteria 
we need from iO to mi grutum* per cubic 
nieter. This is based upon experi¬ 
ments in the laboratory. but in pructioo 
it has been found tiiat ten grninnu |»-i 
cubic meter will irltc go«xl results. The 
sulphur, broken In small pieces, is ig¬ 
nited upon an iron pun; the doors are 
then kept closed lor at least 1 - to is 
hours, when the stable can lie used 
•gain, after being tent Hated with-a 
strong draught ot uir. During this 
time the animals, and chlelly their legs 
and feet, should be brushed with-wa¬ 
ter containing »odu. The clothing of 
the milkers must be cleaned, and all 
utensils used for milk should be 
scrubbed with ladling hot water, or 
should la- thorougul> steamed, line- 
leria can uko la- kilh-d by washing 
the walls, tioor* and ceiling* with con¬ 
centrated milk of lime. This is made 
l>y slaking llnte with little water, u* 
which is added uu equal amount of 
water, which makes a 30 per cent, milk 
of Bine.

Talmage'a Sermon. 

Hr. Tn'magc's text last Sunday wax: 
Isaiah MU., II: "Thou shall las liko u 
TiU-nd garden.'' 

The Bible is a great poem. We have 
In it faultless rhythm and bold imagery 
and startling antithesis and rapturous 
Jyrie and sweet pastoral and instructive 
nurratlve and devotional psalm; 
thoughts expressed in style more 
aoleinu than that of Montgomery, more 
bold than that of Milton, more terrible 
thou that of Dante, more natural than 
that of Wordsworth, more Impassioned 
thau that of l'ollock, more tender than 
that of Cowper, more weird than that 
of Spenser. 

This great poem brings all the gems 
of the earth into Its coronet, and It 
weaves the flames of judgment into its 
garlands, and pours eternal harmonies 
in its rvthui. Everything this Hook 
touches'll makes beautiful, from the 
plain stones of the summer threshing 
floor to the daughters of Nahor tilling 
the trough for the camels; from the 
flsh pools of lleshbon up to the Psalm¬ 
ist praising God with the diapason 
of storm ami whirlwind, and Job's 
imagery of Orion, A returns and the 
Pleiades. 

My text leads us into a scene of sum¬ 
mer redolcuee. The world has had a 
great many lieautiful gardens. I’harlc- 
maguc added to the glory of his reign 
by decreeing that they bo established 
all through the realm—deciding even 
the names of the flowers to be planted 
there. Ilenry IV., at Montpelier, es¬ 
tablished gardens of bewitching beauty 
and luxuriance, gathering into them 
Alpine, Pyrenean and French plants. 
One «>f the sweetest spots on earth was 
the garden of Shenstone, the poet, 
llu writings havo made but little im¬ 
pression on the world; but Ids garden. 
"The Leasowes." will Ik* im¬ 
mortal. To the naturnl advantage 
of that place was brought the 
perfection of art. Arbor and terrace 
and slope and rustle temple and reser¬ 
voir and urn and fountain here had 
‘.heir crowning. Ouk and yew ami 
hu/el put forth their richest foliage. 
There was no life more diligent, no 
soul more ingenious, than tliut of Nheu- 
stone. and all that diligence and genius 
he brought to tire adornment of that 
one treasured spot- lie gave £300 for 
it; lie sold it for £17,000. And yet I aui 
to tell you Unlay of u richer gar¬ 
den than any 1 have mentioned. 
It is the garden spoken of in 
inv text, the garden of the church, 
which belongs to Christ, lie bought 
it. he planted it. he owns it and 
he shall have it. Walter Scott, 
in his outlay at Abbottsford, 
ruined his fortune, nml now, in the 
crimson flowers of those gardens, you 
can almost thiuk or imagine that you 
see the blood of that old man's broken 
heart The payment of the last J.IOO,- 
000 sacrificed him. But 1 have to tell 
you thut Christ's life and Christ’s death 
were the outlay of this beautiful garden 
of the church, of which my text speaks. 
Gh. how many sighs and tears and 
pangs and agonies! Tell me, ye women 
who saw him hang! Tell roe, ye execu¬ 
tioners who lifted him and let hiiu 
down! Tell me. thou sun that didst 
hide; yo rocks that fell! Christ loved 
the church and gave himself for it. if 
the garden of the church belongs to 
Christ, certainly he has a right to walk 
in it. Come, then, O blessed Je.su*. to¬ 
day; walk up and down these aisles 
anil pluck what thou wilt of sweetness 
fur thyself. 

The church, in my text. U appropri¬ 
ately compared to a garden, because it 
is the place of choice flowers*, of select 
fruits, aud of thorough Irrigation. 
That would bo a strange garden in 
which there were no flowers. If n«»- 
wbere else, they would be along the 
borders or at the gateway. The home¬ 
liest taste will dictate something. If It 
oe only the old-fashioned hollyhock, or 
dahlia, or daffodil, but if there be 
larger means, then you will tiud the 
Mexican cactus, and blazing azalea, 
and clustering oleander. Well, now, 
Christ comes to His garden and He 
plants there some of tho brightest 
•pirits that ever flowered upon 
the world. Some of them are 
violets. Inconspicuous, but sweet 
as Heaven. You have to search 
and find them. You do not sec them 
very often, perhaps; but you find where 
they have been by tho brightened face 
of the Invalid, and the sprig of geran¬ 
ium on the stand, and the new window 
curtains keeping out the glare of the 
•unlight. They are, perhaps, more like 
the ranunculus, creeping sweetly amid 
the thorns and briars of life, giving 
kiss for sting; and many a man who 
has had in his way some great black 
tt'ck of trouble, has found that they 
have covered it all over with flowery 
jasmine, running in and ont amid tho 
crevicea These flowers In Christ's 
garden are not, like the sunflower, 
gaudy in the light, but wherever dark¬ 
ness hovers over a soul that needs to 
he comforted, there they stand, night 
blooming cere uses. 

Hut In Christ's garden there are plants 
that m»y be better compared to the 
Mexlea, cactus thorts without, love- 
dneas within; men with sharp po feta of 
•haracter. They wound almost every 
•os that touches them. They are hard
